' ROBEllT SMITH. 

Tlio gentleman whoso nan.o stands 
ftbbVe'may-Or may uot be related to 
the celebrated John Smith with whom 
overyone ia acquainted. Ho has been 
heretofore uulciiown to fame, but he 
hag done that which would hiui famous. 
His model is "Jeff." Davis, Bobert 
Smith is a British Columbia states- 
Cman, a inomber of the Local Xiogiala- 
?i vture of that Province. Ho it was who 
"moved the recent ro.sohition in favor 
of Boccssion. Columbia abouuds iu 
original characters, and Eobert is not 
. ^l the least among them. - Of the gentle- 
^^..j^en who have represented that Prov- 
ince in the Dominion Parliament, Mr. 
DeOoBmos and ilr. Bunster are gen- 
erally set down for queer onoa. The 
former has brouRbt up several of his 
unique ideas. One was his proposi- 
tion to buy a portion of Alaska from 
the United States. Another was his 
..plan to have a Canadian appointed 
Governor-General, and his divorce 
court bill was a third curiosity. Mr. 
Bunster won fame by his • proposition 
to place an export duty on the bodies 
<^6t-dead Chinamen, which are sept 
away by tho shipload for interment in 
Chinese soil. Tlicn there is Mr. 
"NValkom, with his 'penchant' for hand- 
ing over Columbian affairs to Lord 
Carnarvdif'anid'the-Oolonial office. He 
is a genius in his way, . and he does 
not appeat to have tired of appealing 
' 5;f vtd-the foot of the throne" to settle 
all his troubles. 

Our hero, Bobert Smith, need not 
-take a back seat on account of any 
of the above-named competitors. Hia 
resolutioi^ of secession, presented to 
the Legislature a few days ago, recites 
thb^unfaithfulness of Canada in rail- 
way matters, and adds: 

•'Therefore bo it resolved, — That 
we, the people of British Columbia, in 
Parliament assembled, do hereby ap- 
peal to, and call on England to urge 
upon the Dominion Government the 
expediency of actual construction of 
Railway on the tlio Mainland ou or 
before the Ist of July, 187G; and if 
Canada should object, on the plea of 
increased taxation, then England, 
being a third party to tho contract, and 
through whose prompting the Terms 
of Union were framed and consum- 
mated, shall propose to Canada assist- 
ance in the consttttction of aaid road; 
and if Canada will not* accede to tho 
first or second proposition, then Brit- 
ish Columbia will be allowed to sever 
her political conneciion with Canada 
and become an Iiulupendout Province 
under the protection of Her Majesty's 
Government; and claiming from Can- 
ada thirty millions of dollars as com- 
pensation for non-fulfilment of Treaty 
obligations." 

Here is modesty. Tho pith of the 
proposal .is the last clause. Columbia 
ifouldvolaim $3U,UOO,000 for compon- 
..,.gati6n.r .iind what has that province 
' 'lost?' Since it came into the Union, 
it is not pretended that Canada has 
gained auytbiiit,' liy connection. 
More Dominion nionoy has been spent 
in tho Province of Columbia than has 
been collected there in customs and 
excise, and tho Dominion has gener- 
ously lent the Province a trifie amount- 
ing to nearly half a million An 
offer has been made of threo- 
qunrtors of a million to bo expended 
in local works, and the expenditure 
upon the Pacific Railway (mainland) 
cannot fall far short of two millious a 
year. Mr. Smith sees a chance to do 
something bettor. He wanta damages, 
compensation. By sonio inystorioua 
reasoning he makes out that Canada 
- has got $30,000,000 worth of gold 
from tho temporary connection with 
ir. Columbia, or that Columbia has suf- 
fered harm to tlml cxlcnt by union 
: •• •) with Canada. So ho wauls tho dofici- 
ency mado up. . 

The population of Columbia is lA,- 

• OOOi -Dividing $30,000,000 among 
. that iluihber would give to each in- 
habitant tho snug sum of $2,500, or 
about $10,000 to each family. That 
would not be a bad tale. Of conrso 
nobody in Columlnn, not ovon Mr. 
Smith, expects to get any such sum, 
but why, then, ask lor it? Why indulge 
in everlasting buncombe? Mr. Smith 
sagely remarked that tho resolution 
covered "a multitude of ground," and 
then ho "let it drop for a few days." 
Ho had spoken his piece. His share 
had been contributed towards that

000. The Victoria Colonist deal? 
with the rabid secessionist in the fol- 
lowinpr strain : "Mr. Piobert Smith, 
tho junior and somewhat erratic mem- 
ber for Yale, is on tho warpath with 
three whereases and a resolution, the 
drift and aim of which are that failing 
in the cohstr'ubtion of a railway "on 
tho Mainland," he will secede and de- 
mand the comfortable littlo sum of 
$30,000,000 from the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to set up business on his own 
account. The country would be sorry 
to lose a citizen so 'genial and gifted' 
as the famous Robert; but if duty real- 
ly calls him away, we trust that he 
will leave a few millions behind for 
local improvements.

Until the result of tho uegotiations 
that Lord Carnarvon will doubtless 
open with the Mackenzie Govornmont 
mmedijitely upon recoipt of the me- 
morial from our Legislature, shall 
"■have been made known the people of 
British Columbia should preaerve a 
calm demeanor and refiiae to be 
throwu off their balance or betrayed 

ijntii.iiiciiscretibn'of' action or speech 
by frothy'newspaper articlea written 

,"!ui,'tbe interest of either political party 
in,;<5onada. Thursday wo published 
.'a' very good article on tho railway em 

^wbroglio from tho 'Canadian News,' a 

' 'paper printed at London, England, to 

■' adVinc^Vdanadian interests iu Great 
Britiiiiii-'/The -writer confesses that a 
grievouB wrong hds'lieen done British 
Columbia and calls on Canada to re 

t :dreBS' that .wrong and .preserve her fair 
fame oven al heavy pecuniary cost. 
Yesterday we published two selections 
from newspapers printed in tke Mari- 
fcinio Provinces which take a very dif- 
ferent view of the diffliculty from that 
of the London writer. We meed, not 
point out to the reader how unjust the 
Maritime writers are iu their conclu 
eions towards Columbia. "We have in 
charity to suppose that they, .have 
little knowledge of tho subject. ; -It is 
a libel to dcacribo British Columbia' as 
asking the "pound of flesh," or as be- 
i ig uureaaoiiiible in her present atti- 
t-ade. She hivi already made great 
and acknowledged couccssious to Ca- 
nada. Tho time-limit for railway con- 
Btruetion has been extended from ten 
to twenty years; instead of railway 
conuGctiou through British territory 
from ocean to ocean (ns provided iu 
the original terms) tho couneclion is 
i > be only with tho American railway 
"'gyatem at Lake Superior; and in place 

■ ■ of a yearly expenditure of $5,000,000 
(which tho original agi-eemeut demand- 
ad) tho maximum yearly expenditure 
h 18 been reduced to $2,000,000. In 
the face of these vast concessions how 
can our Eastern contemporaries com- 
pare British Columbia to Shylock, or 
say that sho is unreasonable ? It is 
quite true, as is asserted by the St. 
J^ohni 'Tiale^raph/ 'th'ajt. 'the Imperial 
Gpvernment cannot coeive Canada to 
build the railway. Neither will Great 
'Britain coerce British Colmnbia to remain 
in the Union if the treaty of u>iion be not 
fulfilled. This is the most serious phase 
of tho question that will present itself 
to the Canadian people during the 
coming summer. The most careless 
observer in Columbia cannot fail to see 
the direction in which the current of 
popular feeling is setting. And arti- 
cles such as we have quoted only tend, 
by their insulting tone and thoir un- 
truthfulness, to increase tho exaspera- 
tion and still more embitter the public 
mind of the Province against Canada, 
and render probable an unpleasant 
isBuo. Let us, however, disregard 
the insults and misrepresentations 
of thp ignorant or designing portion 
of tho Eastern press, and quietly abide 
the result of Lord Carnarron's nego- 
tiations with Canada. Much as we 
condemned the first appeal to Lord 
Carnarvon, the failure of the j Settle- 
ment arranged by his lordship 'made 
the second appeal necessary. 

Our Free SokoolS' 



Our free school system has recently 
been tho subject of discussion in tho 
press of tke Province; and although 
we do not agree with tho views advan- 
ced by some of tho writers -we are 
glad that tho discussion has arisen. 
It is a healthy sign. It is an evidenco 
that a lively interest is felt by the peo- 
ple iu the advancement of the cause of 
Free Education; and shows that the 
public mind is alive to the necessity 
of making the inatitutions.'with Which 
-we are blessed as nearly perfect as 
possible. In every age theire have 
been attempts made to educatSs classes 
of -men. But only incur age has So. 
ciety attempted to educate itself. The 
Free Schools of America and Prussia 
were lon(2f models for th6 world to 
copy. England within tho i^ftst throe 
years has adopted a free school sys- 
tera, and has engrafted the compulsory 
nystem of Prnsaiii iijjon her own. It 
is only ton years since a governor 
of the then colony of British Colum- 
bia launched a terrible phillipic 
against freo schools as tending to 
"spoil lirst-class mechanics and manu- 
facture half-oducaf,ed politicians." 
That governor was o, class ruler. Ho 
believed in class legislation, and in tho 
oxistonco of a governing class as a 
necessity to law and order. Accord- 
ing to his theory a man born into a 
certain btation of life, no matter how 
great the benefits ho might confer on 
his raoe„8bould;;t^y.er- aspire; to- rise 
ab^)vo thdt'station; and the man" who 
hi. pponed to find himself among the 
aristroerats of the West End — no mat' 



titled to privileges that one born in 
aibwor station of society might never 
aspire to. If that governor were alive 
to-day and could see how fast tho 
■world has moved since he promulgated 
his pJii)lipio, ho would scarcely bo- 
Seve it to lie the same colony over 
-which he held sway and which he de- 
clared unfit for self-government or freo 
education! We admire our school 
system because it is free — ^beoause the 
State has been brought to recognize 
and discharge the duty it owes to its 
young; — and because the schools are 
secular. Free Schools in Columbia have 
proved a groat success. Thoy have 
overborne prejudice, broken down the 
barriers that class legislation built up 
between the people and their rulers, 
and opened the door to the highest 
positions in the gift of tho country to 
every man's child who may show him- 
bclf worthy to fill them. The children 
of the poor are helped with the chil» 
dren of the rich. The fountain of in- 
telligence is freo to whoever may como 
to quail of its waters. All aro wel- 
comed— none n«ed turn away with the 
thirst for knowledge unslaked; but we 
want'to see - intell^enoe progressive.- 
ScKobls should be planted wher- 
ever they aro most needed, and 
there should bo enough of them. 
We havo said that our free 
school system has proved success- 
ful. A great deal of that success 
is owing to the fact that there is a 
practical, hardworking Superinten- 
dent nt tho head; but mope is due to 
tho scoularity of the systetn. The 
schools must be kept secular and de- 
fended against anything that would 
make them otherwise. In this respect 
we agree with one of our recent corres- 
pondents. It is not fair to compel the 
children of a Catholic — a citizen and a 
taxpayer — it is not right that his child 
should be sent to a public school to 
be tahght tbaf the Protestant version 
of the Bible is the faithful version of 
God's Word. It is not right to com- 
l)el a Jew to pay money so that his 
child may hear tho Now Tostiiment, 
which he does not believe in, read day 
by day. On this point we cannot 
help quoting the words of a noted di- 
vine, -who recently said: — "The spirit 
of tho common schools is not to circu 
lato religious culture, and tho school 
is not godless on that account. The 
common school system does not take 
away from the young citizen thp reli- 
gious elements. It merely says that 
that must bo performed elsewhere. It 
belongs to tho parent and to the 
priest. Common schools do by reli- 
gion just what they do by trade, by 
the farfflj- by thcahop, byj .'.th$ •minis- 
try, So far as the churches are fcon 
ceined, if they choose to have paro 
chial schools, there is no law against 
it; but as a matter of policy, I think 
it would bo bad. Tho tendency i» to 
make the church a kind of Noah's ark 
It cannot undertake the'' management 
of all those inteirests that are develo]) 
ed by its vitality. If there bo anything 
iu which God's providence is clear it 
is this, that tho Church of God is to 
bo simply a power, a stimulating in- 
fluence. The growths are to take 
place from their own root, ^he cul- 
tivation is to come as well from diffdii"- 
ent institutions."" These are bravft 
words, and ought to strengthen tho 
minds and hands of both teachers and 
people when upholding the glorious 
institution of free education. 

Wo believe the late Government 
contemplated somo radical changes in 
the working of the school machinery; 
and wo aro reminded that a Select 
Committee of tho House, on tho 2Gth 
of Januai-y, made suggestions in their 
report which probably fi'Dreshadowed 
tho conversion of tho I'reo School 
system into a powerful political 
gine, Ono of those suggtetions was 
to vest the appointment and dismissal 
of teachers in the Governor-in-Coun 
cil; tho other was to bavb a'ppoiuted a 
deputy superintendent of schools resi 
dent on tho Mainland, and to have the 
Provincial Secretary act as Su])or- 
intendent on tho Island. The 
adoption of the first suggestion would 
mako a politician of every teacher, and 
convert the. schools into nurseries for 
sucking politicians. No tea(;her,how- 
ovor competent ho might bo, need eX' 
l^ect to got or keep a school if lie did 
not first dabble in tho "lilthy pool of 
polilicH." Tho second suggestiou was 
as dangeroiiH as tho first, since the 
deputy superintoudcut, owing liis ap- 
pointment to the Governor-in-Council, 
would be Huhserviont to the Prpyip- 
cial Secretary who, in his turn', woiild 
bo a politician! • -. - 

We shall not pursue va\n subject 
further at present; but we cannot close 
this drticle without expressing tho 
earnest hope that tho House will 
never, never adopt tho suggestions 
contained in that Committee's report. 
The country wants earnest and ca- 
pable ladies and gentlemen (such as it 
has now,) toproj^aro its young for the 
great battle of life. Once u)uko the 
selection of superintendontortcacliers 
a question of political ]ireferraeiit and 
our public schools will rot only have 
their usefulness impaired — thoy will 
bo ruined 1

Dkar Sir. — You will c-xcuso the 
liberty I take in writiiifj; you 
a few linog, but I aiu prorapod to do 
.so from what I have read of tho Gov- 
ernor and others iu your valuable pa- 
per concerning the Indiana. 

I am a poor Indian Boy. I' wiia 
raised in Victoria and tauglit to loye 
my rnoB nud obey the Qiaeeu whicii I 
have ulwaya done, and my love for my 
race will never cease. ojiOrjJ,.. ; 

I felt very sorry when I' read "an ar- 
ticklo published in your paper headdcl 
Indian Ghrialaintu, writon by His Exodl- 
lanoy The Governor, and using Doctor 
Tolrae for authority. His Exoellanoy said 
— That 2 he Lidians wore ignorent of what 
they worship, and that they did not know 
what they itcnt to church for. 

Iu reply I will state wbilo I lived in 
Victoria I attended church aud school 
regular. I went to worship and bo- 
loive in God, which I do, and ovary 
other Indian who attended church 
boleivGs tho same, and taught to wor- 
ship and beloiveoin God by gop'od 
Christainable, Honest Tei^tjherB. i 

Dogs his Excejlanoy 'ind"^'Dqctor 
Tol mo know more of God than' I. — 
Kclio, — Answer. 

I am aware that bis Excollancy is 
couipulled to bo taught Sunday after 
Sunday by a lionowiug Bishop, of a 
Borrowing Cluuch, to beloivo in some 
kind of a God. If liia Excollancy is 
tiiught to boloivc in tlie samo God as 
I have beeu taught to boloive iu aud 
worship, then he knows no more about 
religion than T do. I firmly beloive 
th;it his Excollancy cannot define what 
God is, or what crealod God; if his 
Eicellancy does, then bo will know 
more than I, or the Toacbera who 
taught me. Can his tutor, that Bor-

I also read another^ Article, that 
their ia a movement on foot to dispo- 
sess the Indiana of their land, and 
move tlioni farther away. 

I would like to ask why a stranger 
iu tho Country tho same as his Excel- 
lancy is who has not bcnolitod the 
Whites or Indians, would sanction 
such a movement.. ^o^sJiiaExceilan' 
cy wish to create a war with 'the 'few 
remaining tribes in the fond hopes of 
exterminateinj,' them 'i' No doutH he 
does, in all probilities his love for tha 
Red man is oppression, taught him 
by Doctor Tolmo and that Borrowing 
Bishop of a Borrowing OhuTjoh. . 

I am a' member of Captoin' McDon- 
alds Trained Iiulians, and I intend to 
viwit England next July and will por- 
f -^rm before his Superior's the Queou 
oi England, and may have tho honor 
of raakeing mention of his Excellancy's 
name to the Queen Personally. Since 
I have joined- Captain McDonald's 
Band, I have seen some of the world, 
and learned to speak lU}' mind to all 
men both high and low, and I look 
upon his Excellancy nd better than 
what I am — or no worse.

'Evening Echo,' at that time a sweet 
thing in print, which had advocated 
all the ISMS, and had known no defile- 
ment. The Baron and the 'Echo' 
were so woll matclied that everybody 
smiled, except Alexander, who, with a 
frown on his face, went over tho way 
and inquired the price of a full-blown 
morning journal, Sooii it was known 
that the 'Hour' had been bought, cash 
down, by Macdougall, and from that 
moment it became clear the baron was 
to bo beaten to death by a daily, al- 
most 'hourly,' knock-down blow. He 
has got it regularly (Sundays except- 
ed,) and Btillsurvives. And has aggra- 
vated that offeuoo by bringing hia own 
little journal out twice a day, morning 
and evening, besides showing off with 
tho finest publishing ollices in Loudon. 
Alexander has been no less enterpris- 
ing. Having given the late directors 
of Emma an awful drubbing through 
tho 'Hour,' and gained the confidence 
of his fellow-slmru-bolders, ho felt 
strong enough to dismiss tho late 
board, got himself appointed chairman 
of tho now board, and 'wont in' for a 
policy of prosecution to try whothor 
some of the plunder could not bo got 
back from tho vondurs, promoters, and 
financiers. Suing how tho wind lay, 
tlio baron, with that unsGlfish goneroa- 
ity which has sometimes been so puz- 
zling, waived the new bpt^rd aside,and 
going straight to the shareholders 
said, 'Now, look hi^re; I will advance 
ten thousand iJonnd.s to open up a 
lower bed of tho mine aud hoo if you 
can't get all your money back, instead 
of wasting tho few pounds you have in 
useless litigation. Ifyoucomo up ni 
a ''ii)'dSl"tet'"'of silver oro you can pay me 
back.' Some Hbaroholdcrs wavered, 
and wore half inclined to think there 
must bo oro lower down. But Mac- 
dougall saya, Bo.sli! Grant has got tho 
ore— -prosecute him;' and to uiakoBure 
of his game he yolu|ij;oered; £10,000 to' 
cover expenses for the prosDoutjon^ 
and issued a writ on his owurnaponsi- 
bility against the baroa for fraudulont- 
ly concocting a fal^^o prosjn.'ctus, which 
had (leccivod the sharelioldcrs in the 
first instance. It was u bold thing to 
iw^e tUe yrtit tU9«M*?,|>J['«uSfe'&l«'i 



holdfTS to sanclion his md; but th, t 
showfi the ,stuir Alexander is n.ndo o.. 
Tho baron is said to have tried to
